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SELF RESERVATION FIRST 

‘In its daily issues the London Times 
is publishing short extracts from tts 
editions of a hundred years ago. They 
form illuminating comparisons with 
present day opinions and policies. For 
some year prior to 1823 France had 
sezed control of affairs in Spain, and 
the latter country was appealing to 
England for assistance. \t the con- 
elusion gf an editorial on the situation 
published on October 13, 1823, the 
Times. summed it up in this fashion: 
“France, the natural rival of England, 
invades Spain; England is indignant 
at the injustice. The Spaniards stretch 
‘forth their supplicating arms to Eng- 
land, but the wisest,way for England 
is to hold her tongue;. Better leave 
Spain to her fate than ruin oursclves.” 

The British policy then, as now, was 
self-preservation first and foremost, 
Great Britain entered the world war 
not to save Belgium, primarily, but 
‘because she saw the establishment of 
a huge power on the continent that 
would overwhelm her sooner or later. 
After the armistice Great Britain refus- 
ed to interfere when soviet Russia 
menaced Poland and when the Turks 
were driving 'the Greeks out of Asia 
Minor, because to do so would merely 
have brought “ruin” to herself. The 
reason why the British empire has 
dominated the world for’ so long is 


~- because the meir-who. have;directed its 


affairs have thought of their country 
first, last, and all, the time. 

The United States is a mere infant 
among the nations, compared with the 
centuries-old history of England, but 
in the hundred and fifty years of 
American life this country) has risen 
to an equality with Great Britain 
among the powers largely because our 
foreign and domestic policies have 
been guided by concern for our nation- 
al welfare. There have been some de- 
partures from that general rule, but, 
most of the time, the republican party 
and its predecessors have been in a 
position to dictate an American first 
policy. ; 

It’s distressing to contemplate..what 
would have been the position of the 
United States had not the economic 
and foreign school of thought of the 
democratic party been brought to a 
sudden close by the election of the 
late President Harding. Instead of 
adopting the “wisest way’, which 


» . England has found to be to “hold her 


hongue,” the Wilson administration 
sought to mike this country not only 
an ‘advisor but virtually a dictator in 
_ the affairs of all the powers of the old 


, world. ‘Whenever one of those nations 


found itself in. trouble as-a result of its 
own discretions, the Wilsonites were 
for rushing American men and money 
to its assistance, with little concern for 
the effect of such a course on their own 
people. 

Tn its attitude toward the other na’ 
tions of the world the republican 
foreign policy has been one of sym-

THE FAR VISION 


The world of science mourns the 
death of Charles Proteus Steinmetz, 
the electrical wizard, whose labors in 
science, engineering, politics, cduca- 
tion, and the art of living have so en- 
lightened the world. 

Of his material conquests it is hard- 
ly necessary to speak; of his far vi- 
sion, his uncanny ability to find the 
solution of difficult problems every one 
knows. These, his works, will live af- 
ter him, but long aftter they shall have 
been superseded by bigger and better 
inventions, newer discoveries, abler 
methods, his life will stand as an ex? 
ample of what America means to the 
foreigner who comes to her shores 
pvor and friendless, yet with, the wit 
ito grasp the opportunity the United 
States holds out to all who may wish 
to take it. 

Dr. Steinmetz, although an educated 
man, did not speak English when he 
landed from Breslau, Germany, in New 
York in 188. His first “job” was asa 
draftsman at a bare living pittance. 
But he did his job so well and learned 
English so fast, that it was but a 
short time before his genius was _ re- 
cognized, and he had won a place for 
himself with the General Electric com- 
pany, which was later to do him honor 
by building for him the greatest 
electrical investigation laboratory in 
the world and giving him anything he 
wanted either for it or for himself, 

Dr. Steinmetz wanted little for him- 
self. A man of simple tastes, he ask- 
ed only for a living, but spent a for- 
tune in apparatus and facilities for re- 
search. He'got them, and well did he 
repay the expenditure. And vet, busy 
as he was he was never too busy to be 
a gool citizen, never too busy to head 
the many great scientific societies of 
which he has been president, and never 
to busy to teach. ; 

He would have bees an able man 
anywhere, but it was through Ameri- 
an opportunity he became truly great.
